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Doctor free to practice after restrictions lifted 


Rehab clinic operator had license pulled following 
admitted sexual encounters with female patients

The Kentucky Board of 
Medical Licensure lifted in 
June all conditions imposed 
on a new Lawrenceburg doc¬ 


tor’s medical license about 
eight years after it discovered 
the doctor engaged in conduct 
that violated state laws. 

Dr. Ronald C. Bibb, who 
opened Rebos Recovery Cen¬ 


ter at 503 Humston Drive 
this summer, pleaded guilty 
in 2006 to attempted unlaw¬ 
ful transaction with a minor 
for soliciting sex from one of 
an underage female patient 
while operating a weight loss 
clinic in Danville, according 
to Boyle County Attorney 
Richard Campbell and a 
March 2006 article from the 


Advocate-Messenger. 

That charge originated in 
2005 when he was arrested by 
the Danville Police Depart¬ 
ment, according to police 
documents obtained by The 
Anderson News. 

Boyle District Court Judge 
Jeff Dotson sentenced Bibb 
to six months in jail probated 
for two years provided Bibb 


not violate those terms, the 
Advocate Messenger reported. 

Bibb was also told to write 
a letter to the victim, perform 
200 hours of community 
service, and complete any 
treatment programs recom¬ 
mended by the state medical 
licensure board, the Advocate

One of the 6 th Magisterial District’s stron¬ 
gest advocates is now aiming to represent it on 
the Anderson County Fiscal Court. 


Steve Sea, 60, said last week that he intends 
to file papers to run for the office Wednesday 
(today), the first day candidates for the 2014 
general election can file for office. 

Kenny Barnett, a fellow Democrat elected 


in 2010 when then-incumbent John Wayne 
Conway was elected judge-executive, cur¬ 
rently holds the seat and as of Tuesday morn 
ing had not announced his intentions to seek 
re-election. 

The 6th District is easily the county’s larg¬ 
est, comprising 60 percent of its area after

Messenger reported. 

Bibb declined to com¬ 
ment when contacted by The 
Anderson News. 

Services at Rebos, accord¬ 
ing to the center’s website, 
include outpatient buprenor- 
phine treatment (suboxone), 
detoxification and lab servic¬ 
es including bloodwork. 

According to the state 
medical board’s agreed order 
of surrender from 2005, Det. 
A. J. Mullins of the Danville 
Police Department notified 
the state medical board about 
an investigation involving 
Bibb allegedly attempting 
to solicit sex from a 17-year- 
old patient (Patient A) and 
squeezing her buttocks in a 
sexual manner. 

Bibb denied grabbing 
the 17-year-old’s buttocks, 
according to the state medical 
board’s documents. 

Mullins’ investigation, 
documented in the state 
medical licensure’s report, 


also included interviews 
with several other patients 
at Bibb’s weight loss clinic 
who reported incidents with 
Bibb involving inappropriate 
comments about a patient’s 
private sexual life, size of 
patients’ breasts and under¬ 
wear. 

Two female patients 
told Mullins that Bibb had 
touched their breasts inap¬ 
propriately, according to 
the medical board’s order of 
surrender, and one said Bibb 
had called her at her place of 
employment on two occasions 
propositioning her for sex. 

Bibb initially denied the 
charges regarding Patient 
A, according to board docu¬ 
ments, but later admitted 
to the encounter with the 
17-year-old and that he was 
guilty of the conduct alleged 
by the other female patients. 

He told Mullins, according 
to medical licensure board 
documents, that he had had 
sex with probably five or six 
patients and that this behav¬ 
ior had been ongoing since he 
started practicing in 1998. 

He stated to Mullins that 


he realized he had a problem 
and would like to get help, 
according to the state board’s 
report. 

A state medical board 
consultant, after reviewing 
six patient charts from Bibb’s 
Danville practice, said in state 
medical board documents 
that Bibb had “failed to con¬ 
form to standards of accept¬ 
able and prevailing medical 
practice” by treating minors 
without parental consent; 
prescribing controlled sched¬ 
uled drugs to patients with 
a normal body mass index, 
not performing laboratory 
investigation; not prescribing 
an individualized diet and 
exercise prescription; and not 
following office dispensing 
reporting of scheduled drugs 
as required by statute. 

The consultant reported 
to the board, according to 
board documents, that Bibb 
appears to have taken signifi¬ 
cant steps to correct most of 
the problems, but remained 
concerned that other patients 
may not be well served by 
Bibb’s approach to obesity 
therapy. 


Following a panel investi¬ 
gation by the state licensure 
board, Bibb lost his medical 
license in 2005 and was not 
eligible to resume medical 
practice for two years, board 
documents state. 

The board first reinstated 
Bibb’s medical license — 
with limitations including 
that Bibb could not provide 
medical care to any female 
patients — in February 2008, 
according to board docu¬ 
ments. 

The licensure board’s 
conditions were amended in 
November 2008 to reflect a 
change in Bibb’s recertifica¬ 
tion process, board documents 
report, and again in Novem¬ 
ber 2010 to allow Bibb to treat 
female patients but only with 
an approved chaperone pres¬ 
ent and by keeping a detailed 
logbook to record all activity 
with female patients. 

In 2012 the board lifted 
its restriction regarding the 
medical treatment of female 
patients, according to a third 
amended agreed order from 
the state board, but stated 
Bibb would still be subject to 


maintain a contractual rela¬ 
tionship with the Kentucky 
Physicians Health Founda¬ 
tion, and to permit the board’s 
agents to inspect, copy and or 
obtain Bibb’s practice records 
upon request for review. 

The Kentucky Board of 
Medical Licensure removed 
all terms and conditions 
imposed on Bibb’s medical 
license since 2005 on June 3, 
2013, according to an order 
terminating the third amend¬ 
ed agreed order. 

According to the state 
medical board’s website, 

Bibb’s status is listed as active. 
His area of practice is listed 
as internal medicine and his 
practice county being in Mer¬ 
cer County. 

Bibb graduated from the 
University of Louisville 
School of Medicine in 1994, 
the state medical board’s 
website said, and was first 
licensed in Kentucky on July 
1,1995.

Then his uncle, Shaun 
Case, turned him onto the 
wildly popular cable TV show 
“Duck Dynasty” and Brad 
decided the beard simply had 
to stay. 

“My uncle Shaun said 
he couldn’t turn it off, so I 
watched it,” Brad said, whose 
own reality is that of a mail 
carrier for the Kentucky 
Retirement System. “I saw 
how crazy these guys are and 
that most of the time they’re 
goofing off instead of work¬ 
ing. 

“At the end they said a 
prayer and I said, ‘Whoa, what 
is this?’ They don’t do that on 
TV these days. Today it’s full 
of murder and zombies and 
vampires. I haven’t seen this 
since the Waltons or Little 
House on the Prairie. 

“I got addicted to it. I let my 


beard grow over that winter 
and started looking like him.” 

So much so that folks here 
in Lawrenceburg started look¬ 
ing twice when he walks by. 

“One guy came up to me at 
Hilltop and did a double take,” 
Brad said. “When I went out 
into the parking lot he was 
waiting for me and asked if 
he could take my picture for 
his daughter because it would 
freak her out.” 

Then there was the time 
while visiting his dad who 
was hospitalized in Cleveland. 

“I had kids following me 
around, whispering and point¬ 
ing,” Brad said, adding that 
he really draws second looks 
while wearing camouflage 
clothing on weekends. 

“Usually the dead give¬ 
away is when I wear the 
beanie sock hat and sun¬ 
glasses,” he said. “People really 
start to look and try to figure 
out if it’s him. 

“It’s fun and it’s a good 
Christian show. I figured if I 


wanted to imitate someone, 
why not that group?” 

Brad said others had 
encouraged him for months 
to enter a look-alike contest 
and when he saw an ad for 
the store’s grand opening, 
he figured it was the perfect 
chance to not only enter, but 
also meet cast members Uncle 
Si and Jase’s older brother, 
Alan, who were scheduled to 
attend. 

“It was just an hour and a 
half away, so I gave it a shot,” 
said Brad who was joined 
on the trip by his wife, son 
Wyatt, daughter Piper, sister 
Julie Raymond and her son, 
Jaden, mom Darlene McGuire, 
uncle Shaun Case, aunt Ann 
Case and their children Daw¬ 
son and Haley along with 
cousin Regina Ramirez. 

The group knew that only 
the first 500 people who 
showed up would get wrist¬ 
bands to get in line for Uncle 
Si and Alan autographs and 
was disappointed to find out 


they were several hundred 
people too late. 

“There were people camp¬ 
ing out the day before,” Brad 
said. 

But when he won the con¬ 
test, Brad found out that he 
and the other look-alike win¬ 
ners were to be moved to the 
front of the line to meet Si 
and Alan. 

“They said I could take a 
family member with me, but 
it ended up being all 12 of us 
from Lawrenceburg,” Brad 
said. “Alan shook my hand 
first and said, “Boy, I feel like 
I’m back down home. You, sir, 
look dead on like Jase.’ 

“When I went up to Si he 
said, ‘Hey, what do you say, 
Jase?’ I said, ‘Hey, Si,’ and laid 
out my Bible for him to sign. 
He said that’s his favorite 
piece to sign.” 

Brad’s cousin, Regina, said 
it’s no surprise he has so easily 
transformed himself into Jase. 

“He’s a lot like Jase,” she 
said. “He has the same opin¬ 


ions and attitudes and how he 
carries himself. He even posed 
for photos like Jase and was 
sitting like him.” 

That he has assumed the 
role so fluidly may stem from 
Brad’s fleeting moments 
in front of the camera. He 
was an extra in two films — 
“Seabiscuit” and “Simpatico” 

— and also appeared in a com¬ 
mercial for the Kentucky Lot¬ 
tery in 1992, Regina said. 

He even has an idea for a 
future episode of the show 
that includes look-alikes for 
Jase, Si, Jep, Godwin and Mar¬ 
tin. 

The plot, he said, was to 
have the look-alikes be in the 
duck call room when Willy 
arrives while the real men 
sneak off to go hunting. 

Of course the person play¬ 
ing Jase would be Brad.

being expanded during 
last year’s Census-based 
redistricting. 

During an hour-long 
interview, Sea touched 
on several topics, includ¬ 
ing the district’s ever- 
expanding network of 
county highways, safety 
enhancements for rural 
residents, polling places 
and seeing what can be 
done to bring businesses 
back into the rural 6th 
District. 

“One of the things I 
will advocate for is the 
placement of ambulanc¬ 
es in select fire stations, 
which would enhance 
response times,” said Sea, 
a retired Lexington fire¬ 
fighter who rose to the 
rank of battalion chief 
during his 27 years of 
service. 

Sea said there would 
need to be plenty of 
discussion as to exactly 
where those ambulances 
would be positioned, but 
envisions someday hav¬ 
ing one in Alton in the 
5th District as well as 
in locations in western 
Anderson County, which 
comprises the 6th. 

“That would have to 
be based on the volume 
of [fire and EMS] runs,” 
said Sea, adding that he 
has a good working rela¬ 
tionship already with 
county Fire Chief Mike 


Barnes and Bart Powell, 
the county’s emergency 
management director. 

Sea said he also envi¬ 
sions a time when at 
least one paid firefighter 
would be stationed 
in rural fire halls to 
enhance response times, 
especially during the 
day. 

“A lot of counties 
already have some paid 
people there with mini¬ 
mum staffing during 
the day,” he said. “When 
you have an all-volun¬ 
teer service, that help is 
gone during the day, for 
the most part. 

“That’s something 
that would be kind of a 
wish-list thing, but the 
ambulance thing could 
be done pretty soon, at 
least partially.” 

Sea said he has 
already discussed his 
ideas with Barnes and 
Powell. 

“They are open to 
ideas and suggestions, 
and that would be some¬ 
thing that’s down the 
road,” he said. “It would 
have to go through the 
whole vetting process to 
see if it could be done, 
but I think it would 
work.” 

Any discussion of the 
6th District wouldn’t 
be complete without 
discussing its roads. 
Because of its size, the 
district contains 60 
percent of the county- 
maintained highways 
and is always a hot

Sea currently serves as president of the Anderson County Farm Bureau 
Federation and resigned from his seat on the county's Board of Elec¬ 
tions last week to run for office. 

He also serves as a supervisor on the Soil Conservation Board and served 
two terms on the Lexington Police and Fire Pension Board.

topic for residents vying 
to have their roads 
improved. 

Sea said he’s fully 
aware of that challenge 
and knows that with 
five other magisterial 
districts in the county, 
available funds need to 
be doled out equitably. 

“There’s just so much 
money to go around,” he 
said. “I believe the roads 
should be maintained 
on a schedule based on 
need, and that you have 
to work with everyone 
on the fiscal court. They 
realize this district has 
the most roads, but it’s 
not possible to satisfy 
everyone. It has to be 
done in a fair manner 
and you do the best you 


can based on the roads 
that need it the most.” 

Sea was one of the 
most vocal advocates to 
retain polling places in 
the 6th District when 
several were scheduled 
to close two years ago 
due to handicap acces¬ 
sibility issues. 

“I’m going to work 
to maintain the polling 
places and keep them 
accessible to all voters,” 
he said, adding that the 
polling places are “in 
pretty good shape” at 
this time. 

“When the new fire 
station gets completed in 
Western there shouldn’t 
be any problems there,” 
Sea said, referencing 
the fire station that will 


replace the old Beaver 
Lake Masonic lodge as 
a polling place. “I want 
to maintain them so the 
same questions don’t 
arise. You have to have 
them handicap acces¬ 
sible and it’s better to 
have someone who is 
handicapped not have 
to drive very far to 
vote.” 

Another item on 
Sea’s agenda is enhanc¬ 
ing business opportuni¬ 
ties, including within 
the 6th District. 

“Believe it or not, this 
district covers 60 percent 
of the county but has 
only two businesses,” 

Sea said, adding that 
both are country stores 
located near the Blue- 
grass Parkway and that 
the only one with gas is 
2 miles from exit 48. 

“We went from hav¬ 
ing booming business 
there 30 years ago to 
what we have now,” 
he said, adding that 
he’d like to see zoning 
changes that would 
entice businesses to open 
in that area along with 
along the new section of 


Highway 248/555. 

Doing so, he said, 
would keep money 
being spent in Ander¬ 
son County instead of 
residents driving into 
nearby Nelson County 
or other areas for basic 
needs. He said it would 
also add to the area’s tax 
base. 

“If there’s a better tax 
base in this area, there 
will be more money to 
spend on roads and mak¬ 
ing it look better,” Sea 
said, adding that expand¬ 
ing business is impor¬ 
tant for all of Anderson 
County. 

“Industrial develop¬ 
ment is one of the big 
things that needs to hap¬ 
pen again,” he said. “You 
see factories open in a 
lot of towns but there 
hasn’t been a new one 
in Lawrenceburg for a 
long, long time.”

Daniels, along with her 
fellow military police 
unit, were in charge of 
patrolling the Miami 
streets during the days 
of rioting that followed 
the acquittal of four 
police officers in the 
death of an African- 
American Florida man. 

As a former member 
of the Women’s Army 
Corps and National 
Guard reserve, Dan¬ 
iels said her work as a 
military police officer 
challenged her most 
out of all the positions 
she’s held in 22 years 
in the military. Women 
were being readily and 
steadily accepted as sol¬ 
diers, not just nurses or 
secretaries. 

“[Women] were all 
fighting a war for our¬ 
selves,” Daniels said. “We 
were not really looked 
at by male soldiers as 
being important or use¬ 
ful. They didn’t look at 
us as soldiers.” 

A single mother of 
three with an eighth 
grade education, Daniels 
transferred custody of 
her children to their 
father so she could enlist 
in the Army during the 
Vietnam War in 1967. 
Women with children 
were not considered for 
active duty, Daniels said. 

She was 26. Daniels 
said she enlisted as a 
means to obtain an edu¬ 
cation beyond her GED 
and as a way to provide 
for her children. 

“My generation didn’t 
take the dole unless 
they were absolutely 
dying,” Daniels, now 72, 
said. “They took care of 
their own.” 

After the children’s 
father tried to pass off 
his duties as guardian, 
Daniels left to take care 
of her children and the 
Army discharged her 
after 18 months in the 
service. 

Eventually she 
moved to Barstow, Calif., 
where she started work¬ 
ing at Fort Irwin and 
joined the National 
Guard active guard 
reserve. She earned an 
associate of arts degree 
from the local commu¬ 
nity college using her 
GI Bill. 

Daniels started in 
typical secretarial work, 
but eventually moved 
onto more demand¬ 
ing duties such as 
all-around tank main¬ 
tenance. She cleaned 
vehicles and inspected 
tanks, including those 
that were later used in 
desert warfare training. 

When her supervi¬ 
sors began to realize this 
mother wasn’t “some 
namby-pamby little 
girl” as she described 
herself, the Kentucky 
native received more 


responsibility. 

“I really wasn’t made 
to sit behind a desk,” she 
said. 

Daniels initially 
worked as a cook in 
the combat unit before 
being called upon to 
maintain order during 
the Miami riots, then as 
a supply sergeant back 
in California. 

Her sons — both 
Army veterans— were 
the ones to pin on her 
sergeant stripes at Ft. 
Irwin in 1982. 

Early in her military 
career Daniels modeled 
Women’s Army Corps 
uniforms across the 
Midwest in an effort to 
spark female interest in 
joining the military, but 
Daniels said she’s pretty 
sure modeling wasn’t 


the reason women 
signed up. 

Requesting a station 
change in 1987, Daniels 
returned to Kentucky 
to be closer to her aging 
parents and grandpar¬ 
ent and moved to Eaw- 
renceburg 16 years ago. 
She eventually retired 
from her position as a 
records keeper at Boone 
National Guard Center 
in January 2000. 

A member of Faw- 
renceburg United Pen¬ 
tecostal Church, Daniels 
said she’ll be recognized 
for her service by her 
church to commemo¬ 
rate Veterans Day next 
Monday. 

After more than two 
decades in the mili¬ 
tary, Daniels was never 
deployed overseas.

She never went to 
Vietnam, she said. 

For that, Daniels said 
she was grateful. 

She said she saw 
the war secondhand 
through the eyes of 
those who went and 
came back with missing 
limbs, haunting memo¬ 
ries or both. 

She dated a Viet¬ 
nam veteran who once 
dropped to the ground 
when he heard a loud 
noise, yelling “incoming, 
incoming, incoming.” 

Her grandson 
deployed nine times to 
Afghanistan and Iraq, 
she said. 

As wrenching as the 
stories may be, Daniels 
said protecting the 
country is still worth 
the sacrifice. 

“I still get tears when 
I see the flag, when I see 
the soldiers in the res¬ 
taurant,” Daniels said, 
choking up. 

She gets emotional 
about the military, Dan¬ 
iels said, “because we 
are the ones who keep 
our country free.”

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Harold Todd is no 
Tea Party whack-job 

Herald-Leader columnist wrong to stereotype, profile 

C olumn as I see ’em... 

Lawrenceburg’s Harold Todd might light a candle 
before the altar of Tea Party darling Sen. Ted Cruz each 
night before going to bed, but I doubt it. 

Yet a column by A1 Smith in Sunday’s edition of the Lexing¬ 
ton “Herald-Leader” would lead readers to believe that anyone 
associated with the lawsuits against several Kentucky libraries 
is a Cruz-loving Tea Partier bent on wreaking havoc on America 
— or at least Kentucky’s stable of authors. 

I don’t know Todd on a personal level, but I know 
him well enough to know that he is anything but a 
raging Tea Partier. 

Levelheaded pragmatist? Absolutely. Tea Partier? 

No way. 

I also know that those helping finance Todd’s 
lawsuit against the Anderson Public Library for 
using the wrong statute to raise tax rates aren’t Tea 
Party whack-jobs, either. In fact, I’m not naming 
names but, best I can tell, most are actually Demo¬ 
crats. 

Oh, the horror! 

In his column, Smith clumsily tries to link an 
upcoming book fair in Frankfort to the lawsuits, the 
first of which was reportedly filed by people associated with 
a Northern Kentucky Tea Party group. In it, Smith uses state 
librarian Wayne Onkst to weave a tale of woe that would lead 

_ one to believe that libraries are on 

the verge of extinction and that 
without them, the hoi polloi of 
Kentucky’s authors and their heirs 
might very well never be able to 
write, let alone sell, another book. 

In what serves as a makeshift 
lesson that captures snippets of 
Kentucky’s library and literary 
history, Smith’s column is light 
on facts but heavy on hyperbole, 
including that the Tea Party is try¬ 
ing to undo a century of academic 
progress. 

“Of the ten books on a best sell¬ 
ers’ list in 1903, five were written 
by Kentuckians,” Smith wrote in 
his column. “... and a century later 
enthusiasm for education, which 
peaked with passage of the KERA 
law in 1990, waned in the rise of the Tea Party and anti-tax sen¬ 
timents like those expressed in the library suits.” 

I don’t pretend to know the motives of others, but I can assure 
Mr. Smith that Todd has no interest in destroying education or 
the local library. The contrary is true and Mr. Smith would have 
known that had he bothered to do more than regurgitate what 
others have already written and gathered his own information 
on those lawsuits. 

Smith also bemoans the impact on smaller rural libraries, of 
course, and via Onkst contends that 30 counties will be forced to 
close their bookmobiles and that “the negative reaction to clos¬ 
ing libraries will reverberate nationwide.” 

Oh, c’mon. Were these lawsuits to prevail and libraries forced 
to reduce their tax rates to 2.5 cents per $100 assessed value, 
libraries wouldn’t automatically be forced to close. They would, 
however, have to put forth a petition requiring 51 percent of 
the number of people who voted in the most recent election to 
increase that rate. 

Even the most ardent Tea Partier, and most certainly Todd, 
wouldn’t consider 2.5 cents a reasonable rate (the current rate 
here is 8.4), nor would most of the general public. It would be 
surprising if the rates were decreased at all. 

Perhaps Smith’s most egregious shortcoming was pinning the 
basis of his column solely on House Bill 44, the 1979 statute upon 
which libraries have erroneously relied when setting tax rates. 

Missing from his column is the law that actually does dictate 
library tax rates: KRS173. 

If Smith were trying to do more than figure out how to heap 
more hate on the Tea Party, he could have read the opinions of 
the two Circuit Court justices who ruled against the libraries. 

In one of the rulings, Judge Julie Reinhardt Ward points out 
that KRS 173 does speak directly to libraries and included a fact 
that most people who oppose these lawsuits simply will not 
admit. She wrote that five years after HB 44 was adopted, the 
state legislature amended KRS 173 to make it clear that only 
those libraries formed by petition before 1984 were subject to its 
provisions. 

There’s nothing puzzling or ambiguous about that, but that 
doesn’t get in the way of those looking for any excuse to paint 
the Tea Party as nothing more than lunatics. 

Trouble is, when one paints with such a broad brush, folks 
who are simply working toward upholding the law — like Har¬ 
old Todd — get unfairly painted, too. 

Some might call doing so stereotyping or even profiling, 
but of course only Tea Party bigots are capable of those awful 
things, certainly not venerable journalistic institutions like A1 
Smith and the “Herald-Leader,” right?

Apples are antidote to daylight loss 


ay light’s a 
burnin’. Yes, I know 
that’s grammatically 
incorrect, but it’s what my 
family has said for years. 

My father, Jack, liked to 
say it to get us kids moti¬ 
vated. The say¬ 
ing is especially 
poignant this 
time of year. We 
just lost a whole 
hour. Well, not 
yet, but we’re 
headed in that 
direction. 

We now have 
about 101/2 
hours of light 
each day and 
it’s burning off 
two minutes 
more each day as we make 
that long trek to the winter 
solstice, Dec. 21. By that 
time we will only have 91/2 
hours of daylight, if we’re 
lucky. 

We have a lot of weather 
events in the winter that 
blocks a lot of sun. It’s a 
given that there will be 
dark and gloomy days 
ahead and color and food 
are two ways we fight it. 
Have you ever noticed how 
we switch from color out¬ 
side to color inside as we 
move into winter? It’s true. 


We tend to cheer up our 
days and hearts with color. 
Fall decorations brighten 
the entries, kitchens and 
bathrooms of many homes. 
Some with just a touch here 
and there, others with piles 
of it. My “other mother” 
does it up in grand style. I 
think she even coordinates 
her Kleenex by the season. 

Since there’s not a “deco¬ 
rator” gene in my body, I 
tend to color my refrigera¬ 
tor, inside, with apples. It 
is the season for apples of 
all sorts and you just can’t 
beat them for nutrition and 
taste. They’re one of my 
favorite nighttime snacks. 

An average size apple has 
about 65 calories. It has only 
1 milligram of sodium, 17 
grams of carbohydrates, 3 
grams of fiber and 13 grams 
of sugar. One apple will give 
you 10 percent of your daily 
vitamin C needs. Compare 
that to a Snickers bar which 
gives you 250 calories, 120 
milligrams of sodium, and 
27 grams of sugars, in addi¬ 
tion to 12 grams of fat. 

I eat my apples dried, in 
sauce, pies, tarts, breads, and 
raw. Cooking them makes 
the whole house smell won¬ 
derful. How many of you 
buy candles to bring that 


great smell into your house? 
One of the best kitchen 
gadgets to have around the 
house is an apple peeler/ 
corer. They’re cheap and 
easy and mine stays on the 
kitchen counter almost all 
winter. 

An Ohio State University 
study just found that eat¬ 
ing an apple a day lowers 
a blood chemical linked to 
hardening of the arteries. 
Eating one apple a day for 4 
weeks lowered that chemi¬ 
cal by 40 percent. That sure 
beats spending money on 
prescription pills and visit¬ 
ing the heart doctor. 

I tend to make simple, 
nutritional foods, but occa¬ 
sionally my sweet tusk will 
kick in and I’ll grab a bottle 
of honey or really go crazy 
and buy some caramel dip¬ 
ping sauce to add to my 
apple. I saw a thing on Face- 
book that I thought would 
be great at holiday parties. 

They used a melon bailer 
to make little balls of apple, 
stuck toothpicks in each and 
dipped them in caramel. 
Served cold from the fridge, 
they can become quite 
addicting. Before you know 
it you’ve eaten a whole

College isn’t the only 
answer for high school 
students. It may not be 
the best fit for some 
students and may be 
more expensive than 
justified for the stu¬ 
dent’s career path. 

Nevertheless, typi¬ 
cally a person’s income 
increases as their level 
of education increases. 
Unemployment is usu¬ 
ally higher among peo¬ 
ple who have less edu¬ 
cation. Individuals who 
didn’t complete high 
school have the high¬ 
est unemployment rate 
and the lowest potential 
earnings on the aver¬ 
age. There certainly are 
notable career excep¬ 
tions. 

The purpose of this 


column is to help stu¬ 
dents consider if their 
career ideas are a good 
fit with their educa¬ 
tion plans. Community 
and technical colleges, 
school-to-work pro¬ 
grams and trade schools 
can be a good fit for 
many students. 

Seniors who are col¬ 
lege bound may be 
able to lower the cost of 
their education by pass¬ 
ing Advanced Place¬ 
ment exams and/or 
CFEP tests. The exams 
are expensive but not 
nearly as expensive as 
college credits are at 
four-year universities 
and most community 
colleges. An entering 
freshman who has 15 
or more credits upon 
admission to college, 
may be able to reduce 
college attendance time 
by one semester. 

Community colleges 
provide the necessary 
skills for entering a 
variety of occupations. 
A two-year nursing 
program will be less 
expensive than a four- 
year degree. Jobs with 
a BSN may pay some¬ 
what more and allow 
for more opportunities 
for advancement. 

The projected job 
growth through 2018, 
according to the U.S. 
Bureau of Fabor Statis¬ 
tics, shows that the fol¬ 


lowing five occupations 
will have the highest 
growth: registered nurs¬ 
es, home health aides, 
customer service repre¬ 
sentatives, food service 
workers and personal 
and home care aides. 
The three fastest grow¬ 
ing jobs in Kentucky 
will be among the low¬ 
est paying: cashiers, 
retail salespeople and 
waiters. The fourth fast¬ 
est growing job is also 
one of the best paying - 
registered nurses. Truck 
drivers, elementary 
school teachers and 
general managers are 
also among the highest 
paying jobs but they 
are near the bottom on 
the list of the 12 fastest 
growing occupations. 

Seniors who are con¬ 
sidering majoring in 
broad areas such as his¬ 
tory, English or art (non¬ 
teaching degrees) might 
need to evaluate what 
they want to do after 
college. A four year 
school may or may not 
benefit them in future 
salary when education¬ 
al costs are considered. 
Salary potential isn’t 
the only consideration 
though when deter¬ 


mining whether or not 
college is best for you. 

It is one of the consider¬ 
ations though. You want 
to make sure that you 
think about the cost of 
education compared to 
the earning potential 
especially if you have 
to borrow a significant 
amount of money. 

There are other 
considerations when 
choosing post high 
school education. Class 
size, opportunity for 
assistance, overall atmo¬ 
sphere, and career ser¬ 
vices are also important. 
A college with an excel¬ 
lent reputation but not 
well suited for the grad¬ 
uating senior may be a 
bad fit and result in an 
unhappy student. 

You may want to 
explore career options. 
Consider taking free 
career interest inven¬ 
tories on-line or ask the 
high school guidance 
counselor for assistance 
with career interest 
questions.

Experts warn of high out-of-pocket expenses 
for those on state's expanded Medicaid

Millions of Americans who 
don’t quite qualify for Medic¬ 
aid could still get free health 
insurance through federal 
subsidies, but this free cover¬ 
age hasn’t gotten much atten¬ 
tion, since most of the zero 
premium plans come with 
some trade-offs. 

An analysis by an indepen¬ 
dent consulting firm, McKin- 
sey and Co., found that 5 to 6 
million uninsured Americans 
will qualify for subsidies 
greater than the cost of the 
cheapest “bronze” or “silver” 
plan. However, many insur¬ 
ers have been careful not to 
publicize this free coverage 
because these plans have high 
out-of-pocket costs and some 
people will be better off pay¬ 
ing higher premiums to get 
more coverage, reports “The 
New York Times.” 

In a zero-net-premium 
plan, the federal subsidy 
covers the entire premium, 
but many people still face 
significant out-of-pocket 
costs for health services. Most 
zero-net premium plans are 
bronze plans, which are the 
least expensive available on 
exchanges and cover about 60 
percent of a person’s medical 
costs; the consumer must pay 
for the remaining 40 percent. 
So, choosing this type of plan 
means that you may sacrifice 
coverage compared to other 
plans on the exchange. 

As the metal level increases 
in value from bronze to plati¬ 
num, so does the percentage 
of medical expenses that the 
plan will cover. Silver plans 
cover about 70 percent, gold 
plans cover about 80 percent 
and platinum plans cover 
about 90 percent of medical 
costs. Regardless of the plan 
tier, all plans must cover stan¬ 
dard benefits like prescription 
drugs, maternity care and 
mental health treatment. Pre¬ 
ventive services are free in all 
plans. 

The McKinsey report says 
15 to 25 percent of Kentucky’s 
non-elderly uninsured will 


be eligible for a zero-net- 
premium plan that will either 
be a bronze or silver plan. 
Nationwide, about half of the 
individuals who qualify for 
a zero-net-premium plan are 
younger than 39 and are unin¬ 
sured. 

Individuals with lower 
incomes are more likely to be 
eligible for these plans and 
most will have income levels 
not far above the Medicaid 
coverage threshold, which is 
138 percent of the federal pov¬ 
erty level. Remember persons 
with income up to 400 percent 
of the poverty line qualify for 
federal tax subsidies to assist 
with premium payment. 

Experts say the higher 
deductibles and higher annual 
out-of-pocket costs of the 
bronze plans may not be suit¬ 
ed for someone with a lower 
income. “They may be getting 
zero premiums, but they’re 
also leaving a lot of money on 
the table if they don’t enroll 
in a silver-level plan,” Sabrina 
Corlette, a professor at George¬ 
town University’s Health 
Policy Institute told “The New 
York Times.” 

Low-cost plans may encour¬ 
age younger, healthier people 
to enroll in Obamacare, but 
they have the highest out-of- 
pocket cost limit and highest 
deductible amounts. Out-of- 
pocket costs, including the 
deductible, co-payments and 
co-insurance (a percentage of 
charges), are limited to $6,350 
for individuals and $12,700 for 
families in bronze plans. So, 
for some, the silver plan may 
be a better option, and some 
individuals may also qualify 
for a zero-net premium silver 
plan. 

When choosing a lower-tier 
plan, be ready for significant 
cost sharing, and be careful 
to check that your doctors 
and nearby hospitals are in 
the plan’s network. When it 
comes to health insurance 
coverage, for individuals who 
don’t qualify for programs 
like Medicaid and Medicare, 
there’s free coverage but no 
free lunches.

Eighth graders 
perform student-led 
productions of 
Shakespeare's works

Hamlet and Laertes 
swap swords for light 
sabers. 

Duke Orsino from 
“Twelfth Night” waxes 
romantic to a neon- 
pink poster board heart 
with a giant black-and- 
white smartphone self- 
portrait of Olivia, por¬ 
trayed by an Anderson 
County eighth grader. 

For its student-led, 
20-minute productions 
of Shakespeare’s most 
famous dramas and 
tragedies, the Anderson 
County eighth grade 
will be staging a dif¬ 
ferent and sometimes 
much more modern 
take on the 17th centu¬ 
ry playwright’s words. 

Ginger Warren, 
an arts and humani¬ 
ties instructor at the 
middle school, begins 
last Wednesday’s run- 


through of “Hamlet” in 
her classroom by asking 
students to write down 
the students — the tech 
designers, actors or lead¬ 
ership team members 
— who are giving 100 
percent to put on the 
show. 

After a short walk to 
the middle school audi¬ 
torium, students run 
backstage to get props, 
lights, scenery, sound 
and costumes ready as 
another student counts 
down the time until the 
scene begins — without 
or without prepared 
actors. 

Eighth graders have 
four weeks to prepare 
and rehearse for their 
final performances for 
parents next week, War¬ 
ren, who has been hold¬ 
ing the Shakespeare 
Festival with her stu¬ 
dents for 13 years, said. 

Students choose their 
own leadership teams 
complete with directors, 
stage managers and 
publicity, or those who 
assist with putting back 
costumes and scenery. 
Acting roles and techni¬ 
cal designer positions 


are chosen through a 
sign up, nomination 
and class voting process, 
Warren said. 

“I run all over the 
place, trying to get 
things right,” Erin 
Buchaniec, the student 
director for “A Midsum¬ 
mer Night’s Dream,” 
said. 

Buchaniec said what 
she likes about her 
play — a comedy fea¬ 
turing trickster fairies, 
a man who turns into 
a donkey and several 
love triangles — is how 
humorous it is. 

“I like that it’s 
funny,” Buchaniec said, 
“that everything get 
mixed up because of 
the fairies.” 

The students will 
be performing their 
respective plays for par¬ 
ents next Wednesday, 
Nov. 13 from 9:40 a.m. to 
11:45 a.m. in the middle 
school auditorium. 

Plays being per¬ 
formed include “Julius 
Caesar,” “A Midsum¬ 
mer’s Night Dream,” 
“Romeo and Juliet,” 
“Hamlet” and “Twelfth 
Night.”

L ast month there 
was a rare string of 
murders that took 
place. Unfortunately, 
murder is not a rarity, 
but these 
particular 
homicides 
would have 
never been 
considered 
newswor¬ 
thy outside 
their local 
areas had 
these not 
been so eeri¬ 
ly similar: 19 
people were 
murdered in four sepa¬ 
rate occurrences over 
the course of four days. 

Considering that it 
took such a densely 
packed series of events 
to grab our attention 
serves as an indicator 
of just how apathetic 
we are to the presence 
of wickedness in our 
world. Had it just been 
one event of multiple 
murders we may have 
read about it somewhere 


in our newspapers; but 
had these tragedies been 
spread out over time 
we would have never 
noticed. 

Yet the same lives 
would have been lost, 
and the same families 
would have been devas¬ 
tated. 

According to FBI 
statistics, in 2012 there 
were over 14,000 victims 
of “murder and non- 
negligent manslaugh¬ 
ter” in the Unites States. 
In addition to this, there 
were over 1.2 million 
victims of violent crime 
and over 84,000 victims 
of forcible rape. Most 
of these never make 
the news. Why is this? 
Could it be because we 
see them every night 
on primetime televi¬ 
sion? Furthermore we 
read about them in our 
books; we play act them 
in our video games; we 
rent them in our mov¬ 
ies; we even sing about 
them in our songs. 

With all the violence 


we are inundated with 
on a daily basis, we have 
become so desensitized 
to its presence that it 
takes something as hor¬ 
rendous as a mass shoot¬ 
ing in a mall or a school 
building to rattle our 
cages long enough for us 
to see just how degener¬ 
ate we have become as 
a society. For most of us, 
what disturbs our sleep 
is not what we watched 
on the ten o’ clock news 
but what we ate before 
going to bed. It’s not 
until the violence hits 
close to home that we 
think twice about it. 

How are Christians to 
respond to such things? 
Should we blame drugs, 
whiskey and the devil 
and hope it never hits 
close to our home? Do 
we have something 
helpful to say? The 
truth is the Bible has 
much to say about 
murder, the sanctity of 
human life and the real¬ 
ity of human wicked¬ 
ness. God’s word does not 


gloss over the fact that 
since Cain murdered his 
brother (Gen. 4:8) man 
has always had a bent 
toward bloodshed (Rom. 
3:15). 

When the Lord Jesus 
Christ lived among us, 
he witnessed and per¬ 
sonally endured the 
violence of humanity 
that culminated in his 
suffering and death on a 
Roman cross. 

Yet scripture teaches 
that God had a redemp¬ 
tive purpose for Christ’s 
sufferings, for it was 
on the cross that he 
endured God’s wrath for 
sin so that all who trust 
him by faith alone will 
be righteous before God. 

While violence is a 
reality in this fallen 
world, Christians need 
not fear it. Jesus said 
that we are not to fear 
those who can kill the 
body but cannot kill 
the soul, rather we 
should “fear him who 
can destroy both body 
and soul in hell” (Matt.

By faith we can 
say “God is my helper; I 
will not fear; what can 
man do to me?”

Bearcats look

Some play end-of-season 
loss into long tourney run 

W hen my grandmother 
would tell me to go get 
a switch, I knew exactly 
what was coming. 

And I was hurting before I 
reached up on that old weeping 
willow tree to break 
one off. Years later,

Anderson County endured an 
old-fashioned football whipping 
Friday night in Shelby ville. Col¬ 
lins simply took the Bearcats to 
an old-fashioned woodshed. 

Anderson’s violation? Most 
likely a lack of focus. 

The Bearcats seemed to be at 
least trying to make plays dur¬ 
ing the 49-10 loss, but there were 
too many dropped passes and too 
many missed tackles for a team 
of Anderson’s caliber to be mak¬ 
ing. 

Let’s get one thing out of the 
way: Anderson County is a very 
good football team. Even after 
Friday’s debacle, the Bearcats 
have a very good chance to make 
their second state championship 
game in three years. That quest 
starts Friday night when the 
Bearcats host Cooper, last year’s 
Class 5A state runner-up. 

Anderson coach Mark Peach 
can be very cool. He’s well-read 
and can talk about many issues. 
Yet at the same time, he can say 
some very funny things, seems 
to have a great rapport with his 
team and wants football to be a 
fun experience for the kids who 
come through his program. 

On the field, Peach can be as 
hip as the iPhone 6 - check it out 
if you want one. His offense is 
innovative and can be very explo¬ 
sive. 

Yet, in some ways, Peach is 
as old-fashioned as McGuf fey’s 
Reader. And that’s good. 

Friday, he saw his team pull 
the gridiron equivalent of get¬ 
ting a willow switch and handing 
it to Collins. The Bearcats gave 
the Titans opportunities with 
an interception and missed scor¬ 
ing chances. Do that with a good 
team - Collins is an outstanding 
team - and you will get spanked. 

It is true that Anderson was 
hurting Friday night. There is no 
way anyone can quantify what 
Ross Cox means to the Bearcat 
team. His stats are big, his swag¬ 
ger even larger.

state championship meet, to be held at the 
Kentucky Horse Park in Lexington.

“I told them that if 
they stick together and 
come together with 
the other classes they 
will be playing with 
in high school, the sky 
is the limit for them,” 
Holloman said a few 
moments after Lincoln 
had come from behind 
to win 24-22. 

The Mustangs had 
beaten Lincoln earlier 
in the year. Anderson’s 
only other loss was to 
Jefferson County Tra¬ 
ditional Middle School, 
30-22, in the third round 
of the state playoffs. 

Last Tuesday, Ander¬ 
son had led most of the 
way but Lincoln scored 
late, set up by an 88-yard 
pass on third-and-long. 
Given a reprieve at the 
Anderson 5-yard line, 
Lincoln scored with less 
than three minutes to 
play, then tacked on the 
two-point conversion to 
tie it at 16. 

In the overtime, 
Lincoln scored first, got 
the conversion, then, 
after Anderson’s Bryce 
Edmondson bulled his 
way to pay dirt, Lincoln 
stopped Cobe Penny just 
short of the goal line on 
the conversion. 

“The main thing we 
wanted to focus on was 
that one game does not 
define our entire sea¬ 
son,” Holloman said. 

Indeed. 

The 2013 season was 
simply a continuation of 
excellence by the Mus¬ 
tang program. Holloman 
says part of the success 
is due to having “some 
really good football 
players.” 

There is no question 
about that. Penny and 
Edmondson gave Ander¬ 
son a very talented duo 
that complemented 
each other. Edmondson 
might have been the 
Rocky Bleier to Penny’s 
Franco Harris - look 
them up if you don’t

showed his versatility 
moving from receiver to 
quarterback when start¬ 
er Gunnar Gillis went 
down with an injury 
early in the season. 

Holloman also noted 
that some of his line¬ 
men are already tipping 
the scales at better than 
230 pounds.

“We try to relate 
football to life,” the 
coach says.

“We really stress set¬ 
ting goals and working 
together to make them 
happen.” 

And those goals are of 
the lofty sort.

Anderson should

It is likely there will be 
plenty of blowouts in the first 
round of the state high school 
football playoffs this weekend. 

It is also quite likely one of 
them won’t be taking place at 
Hollie Warford Stadium. 

Conventional wisdom says 
that a district winner, such 
as Anderson County, should 
have a breather in the open¬ 
ing round of the state playoffs.

When the teams kick off 
Friday night, they will both 
be 0-0. And Cooper has been 
pumping some heavy iron in 
the regular season in an effort 
to flex its muscles in the play¬ 
offs. 

“They lost to Simon Kenton, 
who is 10-0 in 6A,” Peach said. 
“They lost competitive games 
to Conner (26-21) and South 
Oldham (31-20), so I think you 
get the picture.” 

The South Oldham score is 
deceptive as South tallied late 
to make the count look more 
one-sided than it really was. 

A year ago, the Jaguars did 
nothing fancy and just tried to 
ram the ball down a defense’s 
throat. This year, quarterback 
Will Ludwig, a tight end in 
2012, had completed 57 percent 
of his passes and thrown for 
over 1,700 yards heading into 
the Dixie Heights game. “He 


has had a great year,” Peach 
said. “This year they are more 
of a passing team and they do a 
great job.” 

Wideouts Cory Fussinger 
and Aaron Morgan both return 
for the Jaguars. 

A year ago, Morgan caught 
two passes against the Bearcats, 
including a 74-yard option pass 
that put Cooper up 21-0 and 
effectively sealed the deal in 
the playoff game. 

Fussinger had caught 50 
passes for 699 yards before the 
Dixie Heights game. 

Senior running back Avery 
Bricking, who hit Anderson for 
91 yards last year, also returns. 
He is averaging just over four 
yards a carry this year. 

“We will have our work cut 
out for us,” Peach said. “There 
is no doubt about it.” 

Bearcats still nursing injuries 

At press time, it was not 
clear if Cox, Carmichael or 
Page would play Friday night. 
“We are hopeful all will be able 
to play,” Peach said.

DEFEAT 
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“I thought it would 
be a great game all the 
way through,” Collins 
coach Jerry Lucas said. 
“I thought Anderson 
County not having Ross 
Cox was a big deal also.” 

There can be no 
question about that. 
Considered by most 
to be a strong college 
prospect, Cox sat out 
the game after suffer¬ 
ing a deep thigh bruise 
the week before at East 
Jessamine. Anderson 
surely missed his pro¬ 
duction, which is cur¬ 
rently over 1,000 yards 
of total offense. 

But having one of 
the leaders out of the 
lineup was not the only 
thing that ailed the 
Bearcats. Collins was 
ready for the shoot¬ 
out. Anderson seemed 
to lose the firepower 
somewhere along 1-64 
en route to the game. 

“We dropped passes. 
We missed tackles,” 
Peach said. “We did 
things we have not 
done all year.” 

Combine that with 
an explosive Collins 
attack that was hitting 
on all cylinders and a 
disaster materialized. 

It was a night of 
Titan domination from 
the time Masai Whyte 
returned the opening 
kickoff to the Collins 
40. On the Titans’ third 
play, Ryan Watkins sped 
around left end and 
went untouched for a 
47-yard score. 

Only 44 seconds 
had gone off the game 
clock. 

Four plays into 
Anderson’s opening 


drive, Collins’ Isaiah 
Jones swiped a pass 
that went through the 
receiver’s hands. 

It took only four 
plays for Collins to 
score again, this time a 
pass from Lawson Page 
to Nathan Sames. Less 
than four minutes in, 
Collins owned a 14-0 
lead. 

“What can you say?” 
Peach said. “I thought 
we had the best overall 
week of practice we 
had had all year,” Peach 
said. “It is mind-bog¬ 
gling. We had a great 
week of practices and 
it might have been our 
worst performance of 
the year.” 

And even when it 
looked like the Bearcats 
would right things, they 
went wrong. 

After driving to the 
Collins 3, Anderson had 
to settle for a 25-yard 
field goal from Joe Rose, 
making it 14-3. 

Collins, however, 
continued to sizzle with 
Whyte scoring from 
19 yards out and Page 
connecting with Sames 
again, this time from 13 
yards, to make it 28-3. 

Page and Sames 
made the most of their 
Senior Night to tor¬ 
ment the Bearcats. Page 
connected on 17-of-28 
passes for 382 yards and 
four touchdowns. It was 
the most productive 
aerial attack against the 
Bearcats since Shelby 
County’s Zach Shipley 
threw for 415 in the 
third game of the 2012 
season. As a team, Col¬ 
lins piled up 539 yards, 
the most since Bowling 
Green had 548 in the 
2011 state champion¬ 
ship game. It all came 
against an Anderson 
defense that had held 


five of its last six oppo¬ 
nents to less than 200 
yards of offense. 

“It was one of those 
games where we made 
some plays and took 
control early,” Lucas 
said. “Lawson really 
threw the ball well 
tonight.” 

Saying Page threw 
well last Friday is akin 
to declaring George 
Strait can sing some 
country music. 

And just before half¬ 
time, Page proved to be 
Collins’ Ace in the Hole 
again. 

Anderson had scored 
with just 31.4 seconds to 
go before the halftime 
break as Carmichael 
sneaked in from the one 
to make it 28-10. With 
the Bearcats receiving 
the second half kickoff, 
it was not far-fetched to 
think Anderson could 
still make a comeback. 

But Page led a mirac¬ 
ulous drive, hitting 


Landon Forrest for a 
25-yard touchdown pass 
as time expired in the 
half. Page scrambled, 
throwing from nearly 
40 yards out, before 
Forrest pulled the pass 
in. 

“That was definitely 
the back-breaker,” 
Peach sighed. 

Lucas, however, was 
not surprised, noting 
that Page had done 
the same at least three 
other times this season. 

Anderson tried to 
rally behind reserve 
quarterback Brayden 
Russell, who took over 
when Carmichael suf¬ 
fered a hip injury on 
the first series in the 
second half. Russell, 
who is usually on the 
field as a receiver, led 
the Bearcats to the Col¬ 
lins 19 on his first series, 
but the march died 
on downs. Russell, a 
junior, ran for 49 yards 
and completed 4-of-10 


passes for 59 yards. 

His biggest gainer 
was a 35-yard comple¬ 
tion to Chase Suther¬ 
land, who saw extensive 
action in Cox’s absence. 
Anderson finished with 
352 yards of offense. 

“We were challenging 
the kids at halftime,” 
Peach said. “We felt like 
we were not playing 
with any emotion or 
any enthusiasm in the 
first half. Somebody 
would make a play and 
we didn’t clap. 

“We didn’t even con¬ 
gratulate him! 

“We played better in 
the second half. I was 
so proud of Brayden 
Russell. He went in 
there and did some good 
things.” 

Collins added a 
one-yard plunge from 
Whyte while Dre Far¬ 
ris took a 50-yard pass 
to cap the scoring. Both 
have committed to play 
at Western Kentucky 


next season. 

“I think our kids, in 
the last two or three 
weeks, are starting to 
hit our stride,” said 
Lucas, whose team 
opens the 4A playoffs 
by hosting Louisville 
Moore this week. “But 
I think Anderson has 
an outstanding football 
team. I really do.” 

The Bearcats, howev¬ 
er, will have to regroup 
as they get ready to 
entertain Cooper, last 
year’s 5A runner-up, 
Friday night. “I told 
the kids that whether 
you are 15-, 16-, or 
17-years-old, or if you 
are 50, 60 or 70, life is 
full of adversity. What 
is important is not how 
you start, but how you 
finish. 

“We will see if we 
got this one out of our 
system.”

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comeback. Peach did the prudent 
thing by keeping Carmichael off the 
field and not risk further injury for 
this week’s playoff opener against 
Cooper. 

More on that later. 

Still, football is a game of num¬ 
bers. The playoffs won’t wait for an 
injured player to heal. Someone else 
gets a chance to shine and must. 

Football is also a game of emotion, 
which was in short supply Friday 
night. That, more than the possibility 
of taking a loss, seemed to gnaw at 
Peach more than anything during his 
post-game interview Friday. 

Peach and Collins coach Jerry 
Lucas had agreed to play the game 
in order to give their teams one 
more test before hitting the do-or-die 
portion of the schedule. Both have 
designs on making it to Bowling 
Green for the state finals and both 
felt a test would do more good than 
picking up a win - and some bad hab¬ 
its - against a weak sister. 

There is precedence for that kind 
of thinking. A year ago, four of the 
12 teams that navigated the road to 
Bowling Green for the finals did so 
after a loss in the regular-finale. Col¬ 
lins was one of those four, dropping 
a 55-52 decision to Bryan Station to 
close the 2012 regular-season portion 


of the year. 

Louisville Trinity dropped a close 
one at Cincinnati Moeller and Lou¬ 
isville Central fell 15-14 to Pleasure 
Ridge Park the week before the 2012 
playoffs started. Both went on to win 


titles. 

The skeptic would point out that 
all three lost close games. Anderson 
got whipped. 

So did last year’s 2A runner-up, 
Caldwell County, which suffered a 


48-7 pounding from Mayfield the 
final week of the season. 

A deep playoff run is all a matter 
of how healthy Anderson is and how 
the Bearcats pick themselves off the 
mat. 

They must do so against a Cooper 
team that is different than the one 
that rolled to a 48-0 win over the 
Bearcats in the first round of last 
year’s tournament. The Jaguars suf¬ 
fered heavy graduation losses but are 
probably much better than their 3-7 
record indicates. 

A year ago, Cooper took an improb¬ 
able path to the finals, making all 
four stops away from home on its 
road to Bowling Green. 

“They totally dominated us,” Peach 
remembered. 

But even a few moments after his 
team had suffered another whipping 
last Friday, he could smile at the dif¬ 
ference in the opportunity. Anderson 
lives to play another day and a strong 
playoff showing will turn Friday’s 
fiasco into either a good lesson or a 
vague memory. 

Peach was reminded his team put 
up a clunker at the wrong time a year 
ago. 

“We will see if we got this out of 
our system,” he said. “After the way 
we played, I can’t think of a better 
way to redeem ourselves than in the 
playoffs.”
